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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Sasaki etal. '100. 

Sasaki et al. Show in Figure. 1 A a device for precision passive 
alignment 1 10 for a low cost array fiber access component, characterized 
in that a laser carrier 1 12 is provided with alignment trenches, that a 
polymeric carrier 1 1 1 is provided with vertical alignment structure and 
horizontal alignment structures, wherein the alignment trenches are 
provided to mate with the vertical alignment structures and the waveguides 
1 13 are provided to be aligned to the horizontal alignment when the laser 
carrier 1 1 2 is placed on the polymeric carrier 111.
